ble, and the other a white man, George 
Beck alias Irish Pat. 
Green got more 
and more liquor down his throat, some 
of it, he thinks, heavily drugged. When 
at last he began to appreciate who he 
was, he found himself out in the street 
and penniless. 
He made his way to 
the police station and told the story. 
By 
this time he had completely forgotten 
whero the saloon was at which he had 
been robbed. The detectives took him 
over the city, and he succeeded in iden­ 
tifying no less than five different places 
as the location of the affair. 
The detective force took the m atter in 
hand, and has been at work steadily and 
in perfect unison for a week. 
Yesterday 
the case was completed by tbe arrest of 
all four men charged with being con­ 
cerned in the affair, and the obtaining of 
of a statem ent from two of them which 
will serve as evidence against all. 
George Beck says that on the 15th he 
was at the saloon called the Pullman 
Palace, and saw Green and his partner 
both drunk. They went down to the 
cellar together, and after a time Vena­ 
ble followed them down stairs.

There is no encouragement for the Re­ 
publican party in anything that has hap­ 
pened during the past week, wrote Wil­ 
liam M. Speer on October 12th from New 
York to the Chicago Herald. The result 
of the Democratic factional fight in in­ 
creasing the Democratic vote in this city 
was at once apparent in the returns from 
the first day’s registry, where a third 
more votes appeared than on the first day 
in 1884. At th a t time the local issue was 
not fully made, and the registry at first 
was slight, but this year the County 
Democrats and Tammany Hall had nom­ 
inated separate tickets before the registry 
opened. The result was a big increase. 
The effect of this is most encouraging to 
the Democratic managers, National, State 
and local. Out of every seven voterB of 
New York City the Democrats have a 
m ajority of two. A large registration 
m eans a plurality for Cleveland of from 
55,000 to 65,000, or at least 10,000 more 
than in 1884. 
In Brooklyn registration

H e Snubbed th e In d ia n a fflen. 
The Republican rally here to-day, says 
an Indianapolis dispatch to the Boston 
Herald, regarding Blaine day in the 
IIooBier capital, will doubtless be herald­ 
ed as a very much more imposing affair 
than it really was. 
Delegations came 
from Ohio and Illinois., and the railway 
fare was placed at one cent a mile, the 
lowest excursion rates ever given by the 
roads here. This brought hosts of Dem­ 
ocrats as well as Republicans, and will 
account for the street parade being so 
much out of proportion to the crowds 
that lined the sidewalks. The men in 
line were counted carefully at several 
points, and all report less than 7,000. 
The count varies from 6,400 to 6,700, and 
the time consumed in passing was one 
hour and tw enty m inutes. The entire 
affair, while creditable and satisfactory in 
many respects, lacked enthusiasm , and 
as a grand tri-state rally waB a failure. 
The procession was not as long or as en­ 
thusiastic as the dem onstration of the 
local Democracy on a very recent Satur­ 
day night. 
General Hovey is very mad to-night. 
He refused to go* on the Denison House 
portico with Blaine and Harrison, who 
reviewed the parade from that point. 
Dan Ram sdell, m aster of ceremonies, 
stood in a window opening on the bal­ 
cony, when some one stepped up and 
said Hovey and Chase bad gone driving. 
“ Confound it,” said Dan, “ can’t Hovey 
do auything th a t he is wanted to do? 
He should have come up here and got 
acquainted with these people and drive 
out to the grounds with the rest of 
them .” After Dan had walked away, a 
gentleman who had overheard the con­ 
versation said : “ Hovey has gone driving 
because he is affected somewhat by the 
insult given him by Blaine on the train 
Wednesday night.” 
Blaine snubbed Hovey, and the Indi- 
anians who came down from Goshen 
with him on the same train. 
He was 
cold and distant, refused to invite them 
into his private car, and was otherwise 
discourteous. 
Hovey and Chase, candi­ 
dates for Governor and Lieutenant-Gov­ 
ernor, respectively, on the Republican 
ticket, drove to the State Fair Grounds 
this afternoon alone, and would have 
nothing to do with Mr. Blaine, Harrison 
or the procession. 


T lic R efo rm Issue. 
By common consent the chief isaue of 
the election is tariff reform and not civil 
service reform, and the prospects of the 
latter seem to us more promising with 
the President in a second term than with 
an adm inistration dominated by Mr. 
Blaine. The actual question, the one 
which is urged by the Republicans to the 
exclusion of all others—scarcely a word 
having been uttered, and not one by Mr. 
Blaine, the great Republican leader,"upon 
the subject of reform—is the tariff. Upon 
that question the Republican platform of 
this year is a reactionary and dangerous 
manifesto. It shows the changed leader­ 
ship, spirit and tendency of the party. 
To m any original Republicans the party 
seems inclining to become the bulwark 
of paternalism , of corporate power and 
of class privilege, and such Republicans 
will vote against the party this year be­ 
cause of the platform, as they voted 
against it in 1884 because of the candi­ 
date. Our correspondents will see, there­ 
fore, that a civil service reformer who 
also perceives the danger of the enor­ 
mous surplus, and who scouts extrava­ 
gant expenditure as the proper rem edy; 
who holds lliafc, to reduce the surplus, 
taxes should be taken from necessaries 
and raw m aterials, rather than from 
whisky and tobacco, will be apt to cast 
his vote for the candidate who stands for 
that policy, even if he has not done or 
may not do for adm inistrative reform all 
that the voter m ight desire.-

During the month of September last 
the Southern Pacific Railroad carried out 
of the State of California 43,361,010 
pounds of merchandise of one sort or 
other. During the nine months of 1888 
terminating with the last day of that 
month the shipments aggregated a total 
of 333,236,500 pounds. A very' large 
amount of this was the product of our 
farms and mines. The total value of it, 
could that be learned, would reach an 
enormous sum. The Santa Fé system 
carried another very large quantity oi a 
similar nature to the East, and then 
there is sent to Oregon, Washington Ter­ 
ritory and British Columbia, a great 
deal of stnft' by sea and rail which 
Í9 not reported by the railroads. China 
and Japan are constant customers for 
our products, and ro is Australia, New 
Zealand, and a multitude of the smaller 
islands of the South Pacific. All of the 
western coast of this continent is a pur­ 
chaser of our goods in large amonnt. 
Much produce is sent to New York by 
way of Panama: and last come the hun­ 
dreds of large ships which yearly leave 
our shores bound for the ports of Eu­ 
rope and laden with our cereals, honey, 
wine, brandy, ores and other merchan­ 
dise of the State. Tbe grand total is 
enormous in tonnage and in value. 
Taking 
the 
products 
of 
the 
soil shipped by the Southern Pacific to 
the East, and the amounts and great 
variety of these goods is something very 
instructive. San Francisco sends 12,930,­ 
150 pounds of barley. 2,472,070 p.unds 
of beans, 007,740 pounds of brandy, 
17,347,160 pounds of canned goods, 1,277,­ 
670 of dried fruit, 21,500 pounds of green 
frnit, 84,090 of glue, 24,230 of hair, 828,­ 
680 of bides, 102,800 of honey, 988,030 of 
hops, 1,158,800 of leather, 26,280 of mo­ 
hair, 239,420 of mustard seed, 825,200 of 
onions, 9,765,540 of potatoes, 659,220 
of raisins, 4,870,690 of canned salmon, 
244,660 of pickled ealmon, 120,680 
of seeds, 1,133,340 skins and furs, 
72,952,890 sugar, 9,226,910 vegetables, 
20,706,880 wine, 7,157,930 wool in 
grease, 340,420 wool pulled, 2,448,750 
wool scoured. 
From Oakland there was shipped in 
these nine months more than eleven 
million pounds, in which are found 
barley, canned goods, dried fruit, green 
frnit, honey, hops, leather and wine. 
Sacramento is credited with a total of 
56,767,380 pounds, the same lines of 
products making the bulk of the ship­ 
ments. 
From that point 28,753,610 
pounds of green fruit were forwarded. 
There were 6,296,480 pounds of potatoes 
in the list, 1,684,050 of raisins, 4,191,839 
of wine and 2,309,830 of vegetables. 
San Jose shipped 29,964,470 pounds of 
stuff, green frnit being 3,546,840 of it, 
dried fruit 2,489,520, and wine 1,100,170. 
Stockton sent to the East 2,021,060 
pounds, nearly all of which was pro­ 
ducts of the soil, and Marysville is down 
for 5,416,790 pounds in tbe same cata- 
gories. 
Then we come to the Southern part of 
State, and find that the city of Los An­ 
geles shipped 25,712,860 pounds of mer­ 
chandise, beans, brandy, canned goods, 
dried fruit, green fruit, hides and pelts, 
honey, nuts, potatoes, raisins, seeds, veg­ 
etables, wine and wool being the bulk 
of all the shipments. We sent 1,930,350 
pounds of brandy, 10,119,100 of green 
fruit, 157,610 of honey, 1,134,500 of pota­ 
toes, 1,869,690 of raisins, 3,212,040 of 
wine and 1,638,940 of wool. 
The list closes with Colton, credited 
with 6.307,400 pounds of stuff, of which 
4,784,820 pounds were oranges. 
Tbat is an exhibit which no land on 
earth can parallel. We must reflect that 
a pound of brandy, of wine, or raisins, 
oranges or nuts counts for much more 
than the same omouDt of wheat or bar­ 
ley. It is well to remember also that the 
Santa Fe system is in active competition 
with the Southern Pacific for the trafile 
out of this section. We must therefore 
double all our figures to reach the total 
of our shipments. 
There is only a small portion of our 
lands yet in cultivation. When our two 
million acres of arable territory is all 
made the most of we shall bo indeed a 
flch section. Our climate will mature 
here three crops of potatoes, or one of 
corn and one.of potatoes a year. Peas 
and 
tomatoes 
ripen 
nearly all 
the year round. Oranges or lemons pay 
a net profit of $500 per acre. Figs and 
prunes pay aB well. 
In looking to our future it is well to 
remember this too: The climate of South 
California will always attract thousands 
of people who come here not to make 
money but to live in a delightful climate 
on fortunes amassed elsewhere. This 
has been true in the past to such an ex­ 
tent that we cannot supply our 
home market with many articles of 
daily use. The development of our re­ 
sources is not keeping pace with the 
growth of population. This will be true 
in the future. Where the necessaries of 
life are imported the products of the soil 
always command a high price. 
Here is the most attractive as well as 
the most remunerative field for

investment of 
capital 
and 
the spending 
of 
energy. 
There 
is room at once for one thousand fami­ 
lies to go on our farms this fall and make 
money from the start. For ten years to 
come they will find high prices for all 
they produce, and at the end of that 
time their land will be worth $1,000 per 
acre in addition to the value of the im­ 
provements that may be on it. Get a 
piece of land here and improve it.

In these days of double-meaning and 
word-juggling phrases, it is refreshing to 
fall upon a pure English diction and 
plain-dealing, straightforward, honest 
style of argumentation in politics.

DEATH AND DISASTER. 


Train Men Censnred for the 
Mud Rnu Butchery. 


A COLD-H LOODEl) BOY MTRDKKKK. 


Workmen Crushed by Falling Walls, 
Railroad Casmrlties In 
Nebraska. 


ÍAssociated Fresa Dispatches to the H erald 
M auch C hunk, l’enn., October 22.— 
The Coroner’s jury which has been in­ 
vestigating the recent disaster at Mud 
Run, on the Lehigh Valley road, re 
turned a verdict to-day, finding the 
engineers of both locomotives of the 
seventh section guilty of gross negligence 
in failing to see the danger signal in 
time, ami for not approaching the station 
with the train under control, aa required 
by the rules. The engineer of the sec­ 
ond engine could have stopped the train 
had he applied the air. and he ia cen­ 
sured for not having done so. 
A look-out man was on each engine in 
addition to the engineer and fireman, 
having been placed there especially to 
watch for signals. These men are found 
guilty of gross negligence. The lookout 
on the first eng:ne claims that he did not 
see the red light. The other man teeti 
tied that he saw it when about 1,500 feet 
from the station, and yet he reported all 
right to the engineer and claims that he 
did not think the red light meant any­ 
thing as nobody used it. These men are 
guilty of gross negligence, as is also the 
rear hrakemun of the sixth section, for 
while lie had ample time to go back at 
least half a mile with his red light, he 
went less than four hundred feet. The 
conductors of both sections failed in their 
duty, one in not conforming to the rule 
requiring each conductor to see person 
ally that his brakeman protects the rear 
of his train, and the other in not requir­ 
ing his train to approach the station un­ 
der control.

Y an k ton , Dak , October 22.—The 
walls of one of the new wiDgs to the in- 
eane hospital, now in course of construc­ 
tion, caved in this afternoon on account 
of the giving way of an arch. Christo­ 
pher Thompson was instantly killed, 
Jacob Lee fatally hurt, and Superintend­ 
ent D. H. Keene seriously and Michael 
Curry slightly iojured. 
Nino other 
arches in the structure gave way 
the entire mass of brick, mortar 
and timber falling through to the first 
floor. Several other arches in the build­ 
ing have given away during the past few 
weeks, fortunately without injury to any 
one. The matter is now in the hands of 
the coroner. 
The men working on the 
building agree that the walls were very 
•weak. Some of them state that there 
were two courses of brick fitted between 
with bats and mortar. This constituted 
1 lie support for the heavy interior fin­ 
ishings. The mortar, they state, was 
nearly all sand.

fact that a few rich and short-sighted 
woolen manufacturers have declared 
themselves against free wool, on the 
ground that a successful tariff reform in 
that direction might lead Congress in a 
year or to two to wipe out the duty on 
imported goods. 
But to show that the American woolen 
manufacturer is fully alive to the fact 
that the tariff on raw wool is au unneces­ 
sary and heavy burden on the business 
of making American woolens we have 
but to refer to the statement made to the 
Secretary of the Treasury in 1885, by the 
National Association of Wool Manufac­ 
turers, in which they enumerated the 
disadvantages which Government had 
imposed upon their business. 
“The American manufacturer,” they 
said, “ íb engaged in a perpetual struggle 
with the manufacturers of Europe for 
the jKJBsession of the markets of this 
country. In this strife the European 
manufacturer possesses the advantage, 
which would be overwhelming if not 
counteracted by special legislation, of 
having the raw material free from duty 
—no duties ou wool existing in Great 
Britain, France, Belgium, the Nether­ 
lands, and very slight duties, if any, iu 
other manufacturing nations. 
"Our European competitors are ex­ 
empt from the direct enhancement, by a 
duty, of the cost of wool, thus requiring 
less capital to supply their mills, and no 
cost of interest on duty required in 
carrying their stocks of wool and 
goods. They aro free from tlio appre­ 
hension of changes in the value of wool, 
such as have taken place in this country 
in consequence of no less than seventeen 
changes in the tariff on wools within the 
memory of living manufacturers. They 
are exempt from the duties on wool sub­ 
stitutes, so usefully employed to mix 
with wool in the manufacture of the 
cheaper and heavier cloths—duties which 
with ua are absolutely prohibitory. 1'bey 
are able, from the lower cost of their 
raw material, to relieve themselves from 
over-production by consigning tbeir sur­ 
plus stocks at comparatively slight sacri­ 
fice to foreign markets, to which their 
cheapness has already introduced them. 
They aro not compelled, as we are, to 
discriminate in their choice of wool to 
avoid the effect of the duty,.and are able 
to select their wools in any condition, 
whether unwashed, washed or scoured, 
with reference only to their desirable 
qualities. 
“It may be said that a remedy for 
these difficulties is to be found in the ex­ 
clusive use of the domestic wools, which 
will be abundantly supplied under due 
protection. To this we reply that neither 
our own country nor any other in the 
world does or can produce to advantage 
wools of all kinds and grades. Experi­ 
ence under high protection of wool in 
this country for over thirty years had 
demonstrated that our domestic wool- 
growers find it to the!, advantage to pro­ 
duce only the staplo wools required for 
the ordinary range of woolen fabrics; 
and, as these fabrics will always be in 
demand, they build up their flocke—a 
work of time—for tbe production only of 
the fleeces which will be profitable for a 
long series of years. This system .although 
providing admirable raw material for com 
mon goods, is incompatible with the va­ 
riety required tor the diversified and 
highly advanced manufacture that 
should be our aim. 
The American 
manufacturer, to compete with the fab­ 
rics of other nations in the endless va­ 
riety demanded by our times, must have 
the power of selecting a portion of his 
raw material from all the world’s sources 
of supply.” 
Can’t every workingman see by this 
statement that free wool would tend to 
greatly increase woolen manufactures iu 
this country? Increased manufactures 
would mean an increased demand for 
labor. And that means good wages.— 
[New Y ork Times. 
HEAVY ELECTION WAGERS. 
F o r ty T h o u s a n d D o lla r* In T w o 
B e ts H ecord ed L a st N ig h t. 
Hamilton Disston, the wealthy saw 
manufacturer, ran over from Philadel­ 
phia Thursday night and had a confer­ 
ence with Chairman Quay 3'esterday. 
That Mr. Disston unburdened his purse, 
as well as his mind, was evidenced early 
in the evening, when Colonel Swords 
walked into the Hoffman House and cas­ 
ually remarked that he had a little more 
money to bet. There was nobody about 
at the time, but it didn’t take long for the 
news to travel, and before 8 o’clock an ac­ 
ceptance was secured. Johnnie Allen the 
bookmaker, felt sufficient confidence in 
the outlook for the Democratic candi­ 
date to say that he would cover Colonel 
Sword’s money. 
Mr. Allen asked Col. Swords how 
much he wanted to wager, and Col. 
Swords replied, “ Ten thousand dollars.” 
“All right,” said Mr. Allen. “I’ll 
take that even, and will put up a forfeit 
of $500 in the hands o! Billy Edwards 
and cover it by to-morrow night at 9 
o’clock.” 
This was agreed to, and Edwards took 
charge of the thousand dollars. The 
final stakeholder will be agreed upon to­ 
night. 
While this bet was being made in the 
Hoffman House John L. Hill sauntered 
up to the St. James, where he met 
several friends and began discussing the 
situation. "Wouldn’t mind putting a 
little money on it,” said Mr. Hill, “but 
I don’t think there are any Cleveland 
betters around to-night.” 
“You don't eh?” said Capt. Conner, 
who was standing near. “Just wait a 
minute.” 
Before Mr. Hill hada chance to change 
his mind, even if he had wanted to, a 
gentleman was introduced as being will­ 
ing to back his faith in Cleveland. Mr. 
Hill said he stood ready to bet $10,000 on 
Harrison, and his offer was taken at 
once. A deposit of $500 by each man 
was placed in the hands of Captain Dan 
McGlinch, with the understanding that 
the rest of the money was to be pat up 
before 6 o’clock on Monday night. Mr. 
Hill lost $5,000 on Blaine in 1884. 
The ramor got abroad, too, that while 
Dave Gideon, who made the first bet 
with Colonel Swords, represented one of 
the Dwyers, the cash had been furnished 
by Congressman Scott. 
The nomination of Sheriff Grant for 
Mayor by Tammany resulted in several 
wagers. 
Colonel Chase, at National 
Democratic headquarters, put up $100 
even with a friend that Grant would be 
the next Mayor of New York. Two bets 
of $50 each on Hewitt were made at the 
Bartholdi between guests, who declined 
to give their names for publication. 
"The betting is larger than I have ever 
seen it in any political campaign,” said 
Billy Edwards, "and the beta them­ 
selves have been greater in amount. If 
this thing keeps up, I wouldn’t be sur­ 
prised to see them putting up $20,000 
and $25,000 at a lick before the week ia

Chicago, October 22.—A sensational 
incident happened to-day at the funeral 
service of C. 8. Squires, who was Assist 
ant Postm aster at Chicago for nineteen 
years, after having worked-his way up 
from errand boy in the postal service. 
M r. Squires was lately reduced to a chief 
clerkship and subsequently suspended 
His friends claim that he died of a broken 
heart. The funeral took place with high 
Masonic honors in Emmanuel Baptist 
Church, one of the most prominent con­ 
gregations in the city. The church was 
crowded fo overflowing. Dr. Lorimer 
pronounced a eulogy and his eloquence 
Lad already greatly wrought the audi­ 
ence, when he said: I see in the dead 
before me an arraignm ent of the Civil 
Service; I think as he lies there he de­ 
clares the failure of the system ; our 
ideal is still beyond our iutellect, nor 
will justice and purity prevail in the 
civil service until preferment shall be 
given upon the scale of talents and 
Ltness. 
There was a moment of silence, and 
the big church rang with an unrestrain- 
able outburst of applause. Knights Tem­ 
plar, in regalia, and plain business men 
alike excitedly shouted approval, not­ 
withstanding the sacred surroundings 
and the presence of the dead. Dr. Lori­ 
mer besought order, saying, “ Not here, 
“ not here," butadiliug, "H ad this loved 
and lovable man had his just deserts, he 
would be still actively among us, or we 
would have been mourning for the dead 
jK w tm aster of Chicago, and not a clerk of 
the Registry Departm ent." 
So intense was the agitation of the 
audience that i t . was with difficulty that 
the church could be cleared. 
PLIT, HAT BRIUADE.

I ndianapo lis, October 22.—After ad­ 
dressing the commercial travelers Satur­ 
day, General Harrison announced that 
be would deliver no more speeches dur­ 
ing the campaign. The same evening a 
telegram was received from Springfield, 
Ohio, stating that the Plug H at Brigade 
desired to be received to-day. They 
were informed that General Harrison 
would probably not address them , and 
they replied that they would come anyhow 
and 2,000 arrived this afternoon shortly 
after 4 o’clock. They were received at 
Tomlinson’s Hall by General Harrison. 
Each of the 2,000 visitors wore plug 
hats, and as General Harrison entered 
the hall every man jumped up and 
stood on his chair and frantically waved 
his plug hat in one hand and a flag in 
the other.

At the conclusion of General Harri- 
Eon’e speech General Bushnell presented 
him with a highly polished horseshoe, 
manufactured from American steel by 
6. B. Thomas, formerly an Englishm an. 
Repeated calls for Thomas brought that 
gentleman out. and there was another 
prolonged demonstration ao General 
Harrison clasped his hand and said : “ I 
accept with pleasure this product of the 
skill and industry of one who out of his 
own experiences can speak for the bene­ 
fits offered by better wages and better, 
hopes (cheers), and who in his life here 
has been able to contrast tbe condition 
of the working people in. England and 
America ” 
The visitors then shook 
bands with General Harrison.

'Frisco Democrats Celebrate the 
Exelosion Act—An Insane

S an F r a n c isc o, October 22.— G . T. 
Keyes, purser of the steam er W ilm ing­ 
ton, from Tacoma, and C. F. Townsend 
of the same vessel were arrested by 
Bpecial Agent of the Treasury Depart­ 
ment Ames this afternoon as they were 
walking off the steamer, and $500 worth 
of prepared opium found in the hand- 
satchels they had with them. 
IIOW THE CAPTURE WAS MADE. 
Special Agent of the Treasury Ames 
learned some time ago that on this trip 
of the steamer W ilmington a lot of opium 
would be brought down from Tacoma, 
which it is thought had been smuggled 
from Canada to Tacoma. The opium 
was in hand bags which were among the 
ordinary luggage on board. 
Ames 
watched the bags, knowing the owners 
would take them on Bhore with them . 
When the boat landed the men took up 
their grips, left the steamer and called a 
hack. As they were about to drive away 
they were arrested and with their booty 
taken to the office of Marshal Franks, 
where each gave bonds in the sum of 
$1 .(XX). Townsend said the Btuff belong­ 
ed Keyes and that he had only taken one 
of the bags to be accommodating. 


DiMUNter by Wlud aud Water at 
Valparaiso—Otbcr Note*. 
S an F ra n cisco, 
October 22.—The 
steam er Colima which arrived from 
Panama, Sunday, brought Central and 
South American advices to September 
29th. A storm on August 11th and 12th 
destroyed seven vessels in Valpa­ 
raiso harbor, 
fourteen men 
being 
drowned, and did much other damage, 
On the 11th a reservoir burst and 
Hooded the city, causiug the loss of more 
than fifty lives ond tbe destruction of $3,­ 
000,000 worth of property. The boiler of 
a steam er exploded at Colon, August 
18th, and blew two crews into unrecog­ 
nizable fragments. The lower House of 
the Peruvian Congress has enacted a law 
compelling Catholic Cemetery managers 
to receive the bodies of suicides, crimi­ 
nals and heretics. 


FULLER'S FIRST OPINION. 
Tbe New Cblef Justice Hand* Down 
HI* Initial Decl*loii. 
W a sh in g t o n, October 22.—Chief Jus­ 
tice Fuller to-day delived his first opinion 
in the Supreme Court of the United 
States, in the case of the W estern Union 
Telegraph Company, plaintiff in error, 
vs. the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania. 
The Commonwealth levied a tax on all 
the telegrams passing over the company’s 
line within the State, this tax being im­ 
posed regardless of the fact that much of 
the business was not confined wholly to 
the State, but was to points in other 
States. The Supreme Court to-day held, 
through Chief Justice Fuller, that the 
State was not entitled to collect the tax 
except for messages between p-ints 
within the borders of the State, and ac­ 
cordingly reversed the judgment of the 
State Court. 
THE COK WITH I AIL,! 11E. 
Tbe JHywtery That Surround* It 
Etabllltle* Not K uowii. 
C h ica g o, October 22.—An air of m ys­ 
tery continues to hang over tho failure 
of the big lead firm of Corwith & Co. 
Four days have elapsed since the first 
suit was begun, which precipitated m at­ 
ters. Up to to-night nothing definite is 
known of the firm’s financial condition 
nor tho whereabouts of the senior mem­ 
ber oi the firm. H e was supposed to 
have started from New York for Chicago 
several days ago, and if he has arrived 
here the fact is not known. Young Cor­ 
with still adheres to the resolution not 
to talk to the press. The known liabili­ 
ties foot up to only $500,000, but it is 
said by parties competent to judge, that 
the total liabilities are between $2,500,­ 
000 and $3,000,000, and that the failure 
is an utter collapse. Coiwith senior is 
also connected by rum or with " Old 
H utch" in the September wheat deal.

It will do no harm to acknowledge that 
the Republicans of this city have put a 
good enough local ticket in the field— 
sood enough to be beaten.

The “ rimes"-Parnell Inquiry 
Begun. 


PLAINTIFF’S VALLE STATEMENT 


Chinese labo rers Not Perm itted to 
Land in T ransit Across the 
United States. 


ilssoclated Press Dispatches to the H erald.I 
L ondon, October 22.—The commission 
appointed to investigate the charges made 
by the Times against Irish members of 
Parliament, opened this morning. Sir 
Charles Russell, the leading counsel for 
Parnell, applied for the release from 
Wexford prison of William Redmond. 
Justice Hannen, President of the Com­ 
mission . said the same course would be 
adopted with Redmond as in the case of 
John Dillon. Ilis release must not be 
construed to mean that he had been 
granted immunity from imprisonment 
He would be set free only under strict 
conditions. These would not allow his 
taking any part in public life, and would 
compel him to hold himself strictly a 
prisoner on parole. 
Sir Charles Russell intimated that for 
the present he would not insist upon his 
application for Redmond’s release. A dis­ 
cussion then ensued up n the length of 
time the Court should sit weekly. The 
counsel of both sides concurred in the 
proposal to hold sessions of four days in 
each week, but the Court decided to 
meet every weekday except Saturday, 
and asked counsel to expedite the pro­ 
ceedings. 
Attorney General Webster opened the 
case for the Times. He promised to give 
the court the fullest information in the 
Times' power, regarding the source of 
the evidence against the Irish party 
which the Times published. He would 
not treat the ca68 as having anything to 
4p with the merits or demerits of Home 
Rule, or as having any supposed bearing 
on the Irish question. The inquiry was 
strictly into specific chargos made in the 
O’Donnell action against the Times, and 
he would be careful not to introduce 
questions beyond these charges. 
The Attorney General then proceeded 
to review the Times’ articles on “ Dar­ 
nel liam and Crime,” going over the old 
ground. 
The general public is not 
admitted. Parnell and numerous other 
Nationalist members of Parliament are 
present. 
It would be shown, said Webster, that 
many of the men in the Times purticu- 
Jars had especially taken part in crimes 
of the worst kind, while with scarcely 
any exceptions had the persons men­ 
tioned ever denounced the outrages or 
crimes. Owing to the failure of the olli- 
cers of the National League to comply 
with the Commission’s order regarding 
the discovery of their bank books, the 
Times' counsel had been unable to shape 
their case as they had expected. Still 
even without the bank books they would 
prove that something had been paid by 
the League to men appointed for the 
actual commission of acts of violence and 
crimes. A few of the men thus con­ 
nected belonged to the American League 
and were provided with funds obtained 
in Ireland. 
From the outset of 
the Land League's existence and siuce 
the formation of the National League, 
Parnell and his colleagues had been in­ 
timately associated with the American 
advocates of dynamite. 
Remarkable 
evidence would be produced to prove 
this connection, and to show also that 
an extraordinary number of untraced 
erimes were due to the incitement of the 
League. 
Referring to the letters alleged to im­ 
plicate Parnell and others in crimes, 
Webster promised to produce before the 
Commission all the letters which had 
been mentioned in the trial of O’Don­ 
nell’s case. He then recounted his story 
of the League’s connection with the 
agratian agitations, and showed how 
they were related to Feuianism. He re­ 
cited instances where Davitt, Cevoy. 
Welsh, Egan, Brennan and Matthew 
Harris had held communication with the 
Parnellite party, and declared that they 
were linked to that party by common in­ 
terests and aims. 
The Attorney-General quoted from 
speeches of Nationalist leaders from the 
year 1879 onwards. When the court ad­ 
joined for the dav Webster was appar­ 
ently only a small way advanced in the 
presentation of his case. The vagueness 
and general character of his statement 
left the impression that the Times has no 
absolute proof of the truth of its charges. 
Instead of producing evidence that Par­ 
nell and his associates were accomplices 
before or after the fact with the Phienix 
Park murderers, he will attempt to justi­ 
fy the Time's accusations, by raking up 
outrages attributed to members of the 
League, and trying to connect them with 
the Parnellites.

W ashington, October 22.—The Su­ 
preme Court to-day sustained the con­ 
stitutionality of the prohibitory law of 
Iowa. The point at issue was the right 
to manufacture intoxicating liquors solely 
for exportation to other States, despite 
the State law, and it was pleaded that 
the prohibitory feature in so far as the 
manufacture for exportation wa3 con­ 
cerned wa3 in conflict with the constitu­ 
tional provisions giving Congress the sole 
right to regulate inters ate commerce. 
The court holds that the State law, 
prohibiting both the manufacture and 
sale, except for mechanical, medicinal, 
culinary and sacramental purposes, 
is not in conflict with the interstate com­ 
merce provisions, and the decision of tbe 
Iowa court is sustained. The opinion 
was delivered by Justice Lamar.

FINANCE AND TRADE. 


There is ono point about our climate 
which the unobservant might not see. It 
is th is : Read carefully the tables of rela­ 
tive hum iditv just above. The high fig­ 
ures will all be fouud of course in the 
early morning hours and in the latter 
part of the afternoon, increasing as night 
comes on. 
Now if the table of daily 
tem perature for the same hours o! the 
day were given, it would appear that the 
high degrees of heat always occur here 
at such hours as are marked by a very 
low degree of hum idity. The humidity 
in the table at 7 a . m . ranges at 70 to 95 
degrees, but at th at hour in our warmest 
spells the therm om eter will run at 6 0 to 
70 degrees. 
At 3 p . m . the humidity 
ranges along at from 51 to 6 9 degrees, an 
hour when the tem perature is higher. 
The hottest period of the day in this sec­ 
tion is between 10 and 12 o’clock in the 
m orning; and these hours are the dryest 
in the day. This is a fact which means 
m uch in any estim ate of the agreeable- 
nees of the climate. 
8o accustomed are the people of this 
section to fine weather that a slight de­ 
gree of discomfort from this source dis­ 
gusts them. The middle of August last 
was characterized by a few days cf high 
tem perature. 
This is the way the 
H e r a l d spoke in its editorial columns 
of that episode: 
Old Sol got in his work in fine shape 
on us vesterday. The maximum figure 
ran up to 97 degrees Fahrenheit. 
Tbe 
current summer will propably chronicle 
a larger num ber of hot d a y s than a n y 
other in the past ten years in this sec­ 
tion. 
But, much as we suffer from such 
a visitation, how blesB ed our lot as com­ 
pared with the sun-stricken and swelter­ 
ing East! 
W hile for an hour or so 
the 
mercury climbs to 
90 
degrees 
and even to 95 degrees, or as yesterday 
to the extreme of 97 d e g re e s , yet during 
the earlier hours of the morning tern- 
S 
jrature ranges only along in the sixties, 
y 5 o’clock m the afternoon it gets back 
to the same entirely endurable degree : 
later it falls to 60 degrees, if not, indeed 
to a lower point. The oool nights are 
most provocative of sound sleep, and we 
all awake in the morning, refreshed and 
reinvigorated for the day’s toil. In 8t. 
Louip, for example, the mercury has 
been ranging along at 100 degrees to 102 
degrees as a maximum temperature, 
while at midnight the nearest approach 
to comfort has been 98 degrees. The 
horses to the number of thirty a day 
have fallen dead in the street.
